with compotont enginoers, - Wo fear this 
rosult is romoto, Thoy aro disinclined to 
commit the construction of -railways and 
tolographs to foreigners, save as they do 
‘their docks, arsonsls and steamers, 8 tho 
exclusive proporty of the government. In 
‘8 word, thoy aim to sooure all the appliances
